1'lttsmirg, Np^v. 19—A disastrous rail 
road accident occurred, at Larimer on a 
branch line of the Pennsylvania rallroai 
about 25 miles east of this city at 4 o'clock 
this afternoon, In which It is believe, 
four or live coal miners and probablj 
more lost their li\cs.

n a heap which resulted In the breaking
